When they reached New York after they had 


Bed from Augusta ahe cautioned my aon not to 
"forget tho «0 gold piece in a little box for 
Duoey," and to "look In tlio pocket of your gray 
clothes for tho ring." In short, she took charge 
of evory matter, and directed all the proceed- 
ings to tho least mlnutiu 
It was thus 


that a boy of 17 yoars and 10 months, 
in some respects Inexperienced even for his 
age, w»a tempted from his school books and 
his tutor and blindly led to the altar by u young 
woman of fully 21 yoara, with entlte secrecy 
contrived by herself and with all tho instru- 
mentalities of her device complete and exact. 
When my oldest son, Walkor, went to New 
York as I have related in tho Ducey letter, his 
object waa to see whether this marriage of my 
youngi.'8t aou might not be Invalid or could not 
bo (innuled by reason of his youth. He was met 
with the assertion that it wan too late for any 
proceedings to set aside the marriage, because 
after the marriage the bride instead of return- 
ing to her mother, had taken passage for Bos- 
ton with the groom on one of the night steam- 
ers on Long Island sound. She returned from 
Boston to Now York the following day and he 
came home to Augusta. This fact was learned 
for the first time by Walker, a boy's modesty 
having prevented my son James from bringing 
it to my knowledge. 


Here follows a full .history of the va- 


rious visits of the young; couple to the 
old homestead in Augusta; the proffer 


f tho house, lighted and heated, with 


a male servant and horses and carriage, 
ind a yearly allowance of $2,500 for 
heir maintenance until the boy was 
nble to earn a living; tha desertion of 
jer husband by the wife; the subse- 
quent visit of the wife and her mother, 
and their Ill-treatment of Mrs Blaino. 
Che statement then closes as follows: 
Par bo it from me to hold my aon blameleaa, 
hough when his youth, his uncompleted educa- 
tion, hia separation from the influences of 
lomo, the exchange of ft life full of hopes and 
anticipations for premature cares and uncon- 
genial companionship are consideied, I hold 
ilm more sinned against than sinning But his 
mother at no time, in thought or word or deed, 
attempted to separate this man and his wife 
On the contrary, she did not fall by liberality, 
by consideration and by extenuation to foster 
n every practicable way their happlueaa, if 
lapplneas to them had been possible 
JAUBS Or ULAINS.

THK DBACON TRAGEDY. 


The Avenging- Husband May Not 3Si 


cape Bo Lightly as He Thought. 


LONDON, Feb. 29.—The Deacon trag- 


edy calls attention to French offieialin- 
quisltions which are not palatable to 
English and Americans. Mr. Deacon 
is now said to be held in extreme aver- 
sion for his act by the largo majority 
of the upper society of France. One 
leason is that M. Abeille, his victim, 
was popular in the salons, and another 
that the French think Mr Deacon 
should have allowed his wife and M. 
Abeille to go if he found Mrs. Deacon 
cared for the latter, or else have shot 
tho two of them. 


A dispatch from Cannes, it may be 


added, says Mr. Deacon may not have 
such an easy acquittal as he expects. 
Tho French code excuses the husband 
for slaying if the parties are found in 
flagrant jruilt, and the whole question 
will hinge on this issue. Mrs. Deacon 
Is prepared, apparently, to testify that 
M. Abeille was not guilty on the occa- 
sion, at least, when he mot his death. 


A Paris letter states that in that 


city sympathy leans strongly towards 
Abeille, and that Influence is being 
brought to boar on the authorities to 
treat Mr Deacon with proper severity. 
Should it be shown, as intimated by 
Mrs. 
Deacon, that her husband had 


connived in any way at their relations, 
the jury will find that the killing was 
not justifiable and recommend a term 
of imprisonment. 


The influence of every cavalier serv- 


iei»te in France is thrown ngainst the 
avenging husband; besides there is the 
prejudice of nationality, the Trench 
being extremely clannish in any issue 
between a Frenchman and a foreigner, 
''ho apparent friendliness of tho judge 
d'instructkm and of the jailers amounts 
to nothing. It is the custom of a 
French examining magistrate to worm 
ill that he can out of a prisoner by ap- 
pearing pleasant or otherwise, and the 
lame is the way of the police. Mr., 
Deacon's true friendb feel very anxious 
as to his prospects.

Another Oovernment Indian 


houae Burned. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.— Oen. Morgan, 


commissioner of Indian Affairs, has re- 
ceived a telegram stating that the gov- 
ernment schoolhouse on the \Vinne- 
bago reservation in Nebraska was de- 
stroyed by fire Saturday night. The ex- 
tent of damage is unknown. The com- 
missioner has telegraphed the superin- 
tendent of the school to investigate and 
report the origin of the fire. Th is il 
tha fourth flre within the past thro* 
months which has destroyed govern- 
ment schoolhouses on Indian reserva- 
tions. Commissioner Morgan says the 
schools are heated by numerous stoves, 
and the oil used in the lamps ia an in- 
ferior article. He has been doinf 
everything in his 'power to prevent the 
destruction of schoolhouses by flre, 
but is unable on account of specific ap- 
propriations to heat the buildings bj 
steam. 
In the Interest of economy, he 


will urge upon congress the necessity 
of appropriations so that steam may be 
used. 
The Election of President, Vlce-Preil- 


dent, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The subcom- 


mittee of the house committee on the 
election of president, 
vice-president, 


etc., has reported favorably, with somb 
amendments, the resolution of Mr. 
Chane, substituting Deceuiber 31 for 
Murcli t, as the commencement and 
termination of the official terms of sen- 
ators and representatives in congress, 
and providing that the annual meeting 
of congress shall bo held on the first 
Monday in January, and also substitu- 
ting April 80 for March 4 as the date of 
commencement and limitation of the 
term of president and vice-president. 


The full committee will hold a spe- 


cial meeting on Wednesday next to 
consider the resolution. The commit- 
tee will endeavor to have an early day 
appointed for the consideration of tho 
Chipman resolution in regard to the 
election of United States senators by 
tha people.

His 
storv is that of thousands -of working- 
men in Berlin, some of them old resi- 
dents of the city, but the greater num- 
ber attracted to tho metropolis of the 
empire by the boom that preceded de- 
pression. 
Thousands of families of 


these men are cither absolutely starv- 
ing or depending for subsistence on 
charity. 


A touching spectacle was witnessed 


at the prison this morning 
Tlie wives 


of several of those taken captive iu the 
riots of Thursday night were permit- 
ted to see them. In nearly every in- 
stance the men handed to their wives 
a part of tho prison ration to carry 
homo. In one ease a prisonerhad actu- 
ally gone without his bread rations 
since Friday morning, concealing it so 
as to be able to give it to his family. 
He gave the whole of it to his wife for 
her ten children. One of the turnkeys, 
although accustomed to pitiful specta- 
cles, was so touched by this that he 
gave the man extra food and gava the 
woman some money. 


These incidents explain the heart and 


origin of tho outbreak. Misery among 
the poor this winter has been greater 
than at any time for years past. The 
municipal authorities, following tho 
lead of tho burgomaster, Ilerr Forcten- 
beck, have trusted to repression rather 
tliau palliation for dealing with the 
desperate and poverty-stricKcn.

lief when asked for has been given 
grudgingly and the men hate been 
told 
that 
if 
they 
persisted 
in 


applying for public aid they woull be 
sent to t)he so-called tramp colonies 
and made to work as prisoners. This 
meant separation from wives and chil- 
dren and the breaking of associations 
and ties as dear to the poor as to the 
rich. The answer and threat were gen- 
erally accepted as a denial of relief and 
at last the unemployed gave up look- 
ing to the local authorities for any aid 
whatever.

Factory and Housework. 


New i'ork Evening Post: Borne light 


on tho preference of a great camber of 
working girls for factory labor instead of 
domestic service may be gained from a 
discussion ot the subject in a walking 
girl's club. One of tbe girla thought 
the first drawback to domestic service is 
lack ot independence. 
Doe afternoon in 


tlwi week and every other Sunday was all 
the leisure that u maid could expect, 
while iu a factory or shop, though the 
work might be baider and the chances of 
steady employmentlless, her time after 
her day's labor was her own to spend in 
rest, pleasure, or study. Another ail- 
vantage of faotoryjlife was accountabil- 
ity to one person only, and sytematio 
work. Ia the household sho would be at 
the command of perhaps three or four, 
and be obliged to go from l>er broad- 
baking to wait on the door, and from 
ironing to dinner-getting, leaving woik 
of cue kind, half finished to begin some 
other. This, it was claimed, was wear- 
tag to mind and temper. Other disad- 
antuges on the domestic sitl > were the 
social difference that must be contin- 
ually felt and tha contrasts in tho daily 
lives of the servant and her mietretB. In 
aj factory it was claimed that the young 
girl teols herself n part oC the world of 
work without these aharp contrasts. One 
girl believed that factory girls made bet- 
ter wives, "as they had I never lived on 
sir-loin beef," and didj't compare their 
homes with payees that they had lived 
in. 


A K'rl who favored domestic service 


thought that no woman who lived in her 
own home, and was the right kind of 
daughtr r and sister, had all her own time 
and wus perfectly independent, She be- 
lieved that H girl with firmness need look 
to but one hoad in the household, and 
that by planning wisely the number of 
interruptions that interfered with com- 
pleting work could bo greatly reduoed' 
M£re money conl.l oleo be saved than in 
occupations fthera Imv wages were pnid, 
the expense for clothing was not as great, 
and the employment h°iilthtnl. 
It wna 


in the simple household where not more 
than cue or two servantH are kept that 
these girls believe there waa the most 
Biitietaotory life for the domestic. 
When 


a vote was taken a majority declared in 
favor of domestic service for those who 
had no homes or whose homes were 
not satisfactory.

A B6LD BOBBERY. 


The Lino Se Borugge Co. Store En- 


tered by Burglars. 


On opening the store of the Linn & 


Bcrngga Dry Good and Carpet company, 
early this morning, Charles Packard dis- 
covered that u burglary bad been com- 
mitted and that a quantity of the finest 
eilka in stock, enough to nil three or 
four of the largest valises in the store, 
had been stolen. On the arrival of F. L. 
Haya, W. S Grubba and Benton Blaok- 
etone, members of the u'rm, Marshal 
Mason waa called m aad an investiga- 
tion was hud. It resulted in the fall 
confirmation of the burglary, but the 
manner in which the robbery was accom- 
plished IB something of a mystery. Four

and a number of bolts of the beet

found. The firm ia unable 
to 


tell how many bolts were- taken, but 
doubtless each valise waa packed full.

now DID THEY DO IT? 


Thiil is a question that is causing con- 


siderable speculation ia the store. 
It is 


not known with any degree of certainty 
how the burglars effected an entrance, 
nor how many there were erjgBf;ed m the 
robbery, but it 13 plain that the thieves 
(jot out through lha cellar door on the 
Water street side of the bnildinfi.

It is held by somo 
that one or mor > of the burglars secrete 1 
thomaelvea in the store Saturdoy even- 
ing, and that tUi-y not away with the 
goods during Saturday or Sunday night 
The other theory is that the robbars got 
in through the cellar door. 


There were doubtless four men en- 


gaged in the robbery, und that there 
were two on the outside to give warning 
ot the approach ot policemen. On the 
Must Main street Bide ot the store two 
large boxes were fouud out of place. 
They covered an iron grating, but there 
is no evidenoe that the giating luid been 
removed.

Fated Forest Queen. 


RUfl'DOWN AT SEA WITH ALL HER GREW 


Drawn to the Bottom in the Vortex and 


Entangled in the 
Rigging; — A 


Brave and Successful Strug- 


gle for Life. 


HDLL, England, Feb. a>.—Capt Law- 


Bon, 
master and sole survivor of the 


steamer Forest Queen, which vt as run 
down off Flaraborong-li head Friday 
night by the steamer Louphborough 
and instantly sunk, landed here Satur- 
day afternoon. 
He shows the effects of 


the terrible scene through" which ho 
passed, beintf exhausted and nervous. 
The following is his statement: 


"I was on deck at 'J.SOlabt iiiglit All 


was clear, the lights of distant vessels 
could be seen, everything looking safe. 
I went below to examine the chart. 
While I was engaged in this the engines 
suddenly stopped. I ran to the com- 
panion way to ascertain the cause; as I 
was going np the Forest Queen was 
struck on her starboard quarter. When 
I reached the deck I found that the 
whole quarter was cut off and the 
water pouring in. A rush was made 
for the boats, the men attempted to 
launch them, but the steamer went 
Jown before they could clear them. 
She must have foundered within three 
minutes after she was struck. 


"I wan overwhelmed by the waters 


which rushed ia upon us and carried 
us down with the vessel; she ucnt 
down like lead. 1 felt her strike the 
bottom with such violence that she re- 
bounded 
I found myself entangled in 


tho running rigging and unable to rise. 
By desperate exertion I freed myself. 
Taking off two coats I struck out for 
the surface, and being a powerful 
swimmer I reached gome wreckage. 
There I hung and shouted for help. At 
the end of half an hour I was heard by 
the people on board the Loughborough 
and was taken out of the water." 


The 
bteamer 
rjoughborough 
was 


heavily loaded with coal, and when the 
crash came cut right through the quar- 
ter of the Forest Queen like a knife. 
The boat remained around the scene of 
the disaster until morning, but saw 
nothing of any other survivors of tln> 
sunken steamer.

Some books were held in dispute as late 
as the Christian era. 


1 cannot dwell at any length upon 


the formation of the New Testament 
canon, but it was nearly two hundred 
years before 
the Christian 
church 


undertook to settle what was to be 
recognised among the apostolic writ- 
ngs, and even among the gospels, as of 
divine authority, and what to be con- 
sidered as merely human, and this con- 
troversy continued with more or less 
heat and interest down to the time of 
the Council of Trent when the reforma- 
tion began to unfold itself in such vast 
proportions, that it became necessary 
for the Church of Rome to render her 
final decision, and she decreed for her- 
self, and for her people, for all time, 
what should be considered scripture 
and what not, and then if you take pro- 
testantism, you will tind Martin Luther 
with ail his devotitucss and consecra- 
tion to God, leaving open a large por- 
tion of the New Testament writings, 
for instance, he said of the Epistle of 
St. James, that it was an epistle o 
straw. He expressed great liberty, am 
gave great liberty to his followers in 
this respect, and finally 
l>y commoi 


consent, the canon of sacred scripture 
was fixed, and in the Episcopal churcl 
it was decreed that all those books 
should be counted canonical, abou 
which there hail never heen any dispute 
in the church, 'Lid we have substantially 
the same article of faith in our cliurcl 
formula.

it is history, and that there really oc- 
curred the dialogue between the Al- 
mighty and Satan, inwhieh they entered 
into a contract with each other, that 
Satan was to do as he pleased with Job 
for a while, only for the purpose of test- 
ing his patience, his fidelity, and the in- 
tegrity of his character it becomes per- 
fectly childish, but recognise that book 
as a grand, sublime and dramatic piece 
of literature, such as you find in Shake- 
speare, 
and 
other great dramatic 


writers, and yon have there something 
that unfolds to yon a sublime truth, in 
onnection with the history of human 
bought in its effort to comprehend the 
elation of man l<i God and to nature. 
Lnd so yon find coming on down to the 
ooks which dwell on the life of Jesus 
Ihrist. Take the story ot the Prodigal 
on. Who supposes it to be either his- 
ory or biography? It is simply a pic- 
ire which the mind produces to iin- 
rcss upon others a great moral lesson, 
n illustration which is not founded on 
act, but is founded on human imagin- 
tion, and it. is well adapted to impress 
great moral lesson.

bout it, is that it is literature, and it is 
o be subjected to the same methods of 
uvestigation and criticism and analysis,

jook, but iu this process of investiga- 
ion, of analysis, we seek to discover 
vhat the Divine Spirit intended to teach 
hereby.

^ubject. the aim or purpose of the Bible 
Che old church of Rome said the pur- 
josc of the Bible was to teach dogmas, 
t was given to man to teach him what 
ic ought to believe about God, and 
about duty, and about destiny, and con- 
sequently it was taken possession of by 
Lhe church, and bv the priesthood, and 
hey said it was not fit for the common 
people to read, that they could not 
mderstand it; that these interpretations 
only scholars could deal with, and it 
was the prerogative of the church to as- 
certain its meaning, anil to lay before 
men in the form of a creed what it was 
lesireil to teach them, and so they took 
the Bible away from the masses, they 
kept it within themselves in an unknown 
tongue, and t.hcy sought to guide the 
spiritual life of the people by sacra- 
ments, by ritual, by confessionals, and 
by forms of religion without any guid- 
ance from the sacred book. 


The reformation brought about a 


change in the thought of men on thin 
subject, and the great reformers raid 
the Bible is for the people, it should be 
re.nl by all; it should be studied by all, 
its purpose is to furnish spiritual nur- 
ture for the spiritual life of man, and 
so the Bible must be opened, and every 
man must come to it anil read for him- 
self what God lia- to teach him about 
spiritual life anil spiritual development.

We come to this wonderful 
record and the first thing that reason 
tells us when we read it (1 believe, if we j 
stop to think, that we arc all agreed | 
upon Ihis), that this wonderful person- 
ige whom we call Jesus Christ, was a 
levelopmcnt. He did not drop down 
from heaven a full grown man with a 
.jerfeetly matured mind and a perfectly 
leveloped character, and with perfect 
energy of will. He came into this world 
just as other human beings do,and when 
:ie was a babe in the manger at Bethlc- 
nem he did not know anything more 
about Himself than other babes do 
about themselves; He did not know 
whether He was divine or whether he 
was human, or whether He was any- 
thing; He did not know lhat He was 
there. 
It took Him about as long as it 


takes any other boyto kno« his mother. 
His miiiil ami body were the result of 
development. So we are told here that 
lie grew in stature, lhal He developed a 
physical organism jusl as the other peo- 
ple do. 
He grow in wisdom, so lie de- 


veloped intellectual power, lie learned 
by pulling forth mental effort. 
We are 


(old in this book that he grew in favor 
wilh God and man. so lhat he devel- 
oped moral character ju.st as other pco 
pie do. The whole person was a grow Ih, 
physical, intellectual, moral. 
There 


is iiothinu more clear to the thoughtful 
mind than this t r u t h in regard lo the 
person of Jesus Christ, and we can 
never undei'slaml this gospel history, 
nor this w o n d e r f u l character, unless we 
begin u ii b his infancy am! follow him 
up through theyears'of childhood, and 
mark his ripening manhood and the 
constantly 
developing 
i 
seiolisiiess 


that he had of his mission and of the na- 
ture of his work. 


Why, you say, did he 
not 
work 


miracles and do all Ihe wonderful deeds 
thai lie is reported to ha\ e done1' 
Cer- 


t a i n l y he did. Did he not kllou thai he 
was the son of God w h e n he was a boy 
twelve .\ears old? Does not every other 
twelve-year old boy know if; 
Do you 


know of a boy who has atlemled .Sun- 
day school and read Ihe iVible and been 
instructed iu religion anywhere, ibat 
does not h a \ e the same dawning con- 
sciousness wlien he is tweh e years old 
t h a t he sustains an i n t i m a t e relation lo 
the supreme .spirit of the mm erse. and 
learns lo call God his Kalher, ami thai 
hehas a mission lor him iu Ihis life'; 
This same ihimirht was u-ry clear lo 
Jesus Christ. When a boy of twelve 
years, he asked: 
"Wist ye not lhal I 


must be about my Father's business?" 
It was simply the dc\ eloping religious 
conscience of the lad. lhat was all. You 
say, Did he not know that he was di- 
vine? He found it mil. after awhile, but 
it took him a great, many years to liud 
it, out. 
Did he not know'that he had 


the power to work mireeles? Yes, al- 
ter he had tried it. He saw somebody 
suffering, and the sight of suffering ex- 
cited his sympathy and awakened iu 
him an impulse to rdie\e, and with the 
impulse and the effort there came to 
him the consciousness of power to do it. 
He learned it that way, just the same as 
any other boy learns what he can do; 
ius't as any other 'nan learns by the eon 
ilitions miller which he is placed what 
he can do, so Christ learned it 
His 


wonderful personality 
was 
develop- 


ment. 


If you read his gospels carefully you 


will come to find that he understood the 
na)ure of his mission much better the 
year before he died, than he did three 
years before he died. It comesout moi-e 
strikingly, more clearly. He seems to 
be increasingly impressed with the won- 
derful 
responsibilities that rest upon 


him for the accomplishment of the great, 
task thai had been sel before him. 


If you follow him closely you will lind 


another truth—not only the truth that 
his personality was the result of devel- 
opment, but that he passed through all 
his earthly life with the consciousness 
of limitation, with the feeling that there 
were some things he could not do. He 
could work miracles; he had a certain 
degree of mastery over nature; he had 
a most remarkable power in a great 
many particulars; but there are limita- 
tions, lie says himself, to hisknowlodge. 
Some one made enquiry of him in re- 
gard to certain things in tin; future, and 
he said, "Of that day and of that hour 
kuoweth no man, no, not even the Son, 
but the Father only." There is his o\yn 
confession of mental limitation, a limit- 
ation put upon the consciousness of his 
divinity. Yon follow him. and what do 
you find? 
When this good woman I 


just spoke of brought her sons and 
wanted them to sit, one on the right 
hand, the other on the left of the king- 
dom, he said, "That is not mine to give. 
I cannot do it. It transcends my au- 


"What, could ye riot watch one hour? 
Watch and pray lest ye ent«r into 
temptation." He went away mid prayed 
a second time, saying the same words, 
and Ids soul, he 'said himself, was ex- 
ceeding sorrowful, even unto death, 
and then he went away and prayed 
again, the third time saying: 
"Oh. my 


Father, if this cup may not pass from 
me. except I drink it. thy will be done.'' 
Was there any consciousness of limit i- 
tion resting upon him there, or did be 
have the full consciousness that he did 
not need his Father's assistance when 
he thus prayedV Which, think you, is 
the liki'lier'of the two hypotheses? Did 
he really pray* Then follow him, will 
you, follow Him to Calvary and waleh 
him as they pierce his haiids anil feel 
w i t h the nails, and then listen to him, 
as with his last expiring breath he cries. 
"My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken nil 


thority, my power, but it shall be given 
to them for whom it is prepared of my 
Father. 


So follow him on down all his life, 


and you find this sense of limitation 
pressing upon him everywhere. 
Will 


yon tell me why he prayed'; Did he 
really feel any want when he prayed, 
or was he just simply playing at prayer'; 
Did he pray as you often prny, because 
you are accustomed to pray, without 
really feeling an intense longing for 
something you cannot supply yourself? 
Do von suppose he went through that 
kind of form of prayer, or do you sup- 
pose he was jnst praying to make his 
disciples believe that he wanted some- 
thing he could not supply himself, and 
therefore asked his Father for if; Do 
you have any such notion as that of 
Christ? Did he really pray? Did he 
feel intense longings that he could not 
satisfy, pressing wants that he could 
not meet; urgent needs that he could 
not supply himself, or did he pray in 
earnest, out of the full consciousness 
that there were, limitations set upon his 
own individual energy, and that he 
needed the help and the assistance of a 
higher power? Follow him, will you, 
into the Garden of Gethsemane, into 
that dark and dreary night, the darkest 
night that ever cast its shadow over this 
world of ours, and wateh him. 
There 


he takes two or three of his intimate 
disciples, and then he says to them: 
"Tarry ye here and wateh, while I go 
yonder and pray." Then he kneels 
down and turns his face 
heavenward 


and cries, "If it be possible, let this cup 
pass from me." 
Then he returned to 


his disciples, for he felt lonely and sad, 
and found them asleep, and he said, 


'ukeii me?" Was there any consciov — 
less of limitation in that? Does psycho- 
logical analysis help us any at all to un- 
derstand this strange language? 
If it 


does, then it surely means that at the 
very last moment (if human life he was 
oppressed with the sense of limitation 
and really felt, as you and I feel, our 
dependence upon God in some partii u- 
lars. 


But now I want you to follow him 


farther. There is another wonderlul 
t r u t h thai unfolds itself here. 
If we 


had to follow him ."imply loGcthscinaiie. 
and to Calvary, and lo the shadow of 
the tomb, and' see his friends pill him 
away to silently sleep, we could not ex- 
ercise in him that faith which is nee ">• 
sary to bring spiritual inspiration locur 
own souls; but 
I want yon lo notice 


that in addition to his development of 
his personality, and his consciousness 
of limitation t'hat oppressed him all his 
earthly life, there was finally the trans- 
cendence of thai 
l i m i t a t i o n . 
There 


came to him this inner consciousness 
lhal his i n d i v i d u a l i t y , hi.- personality, 
traiise 
led all ihe limitation'- of earm. 


We line Ihe Christ who lived, 'he 


Christ who taught. Ihe Chris! win) suf- 
fered, the Christ who died, the Chi ist 
who wa? buried, and he ne\erhad in all 
this his|ory, the perfect consciousness 
of his dh iiiity. 
Hut I want you lo no- 


tice thai he' appeared to his disciples 
again -tiler he had died, alter he I,ad 
been hurled. There was \ \ h a t w e i a l l 
Ihe resurrection ul Clirisl. 
He ca'iie 


back to them, he Mi cd with llieiii more 
or less for forty ila\.-. ami during those 
lorlv days, i l you analyze what he savs, 
aiid'wha'l he lines, and the feelings rial 
he had. and the sentiment- 'o which he 
gave expression, you w i l l lind the same 
absolute traiiseeiii'leliceof all limitation, 
just as clearly, as surely, as you lind lie- 
fore his loath the consciousness of ' I 
Ration. He never prayed after his

anywhele. ' He never felt Ihoneel 
prayer. 
Wha'. did he say, one ol" 


lirsi Ihiugs afler his resurrection—sol 
t h i n g he had never dared lo utter 
fore'' 
"All power is given unto me 


hea\ eu and on earth." 
I am the mas. 


of lie world. "Go ye, therefore, ai 
make disciples of all nations, in i| 
name of the Father, and of the Son, ail 
of the Holy Ghost " What a conseioiu 
ness of power there is in this wondeiiil 
expression. 


It is a matter of \cry small impi'rt 


uucc to us whether that body in which 
Christ lived, and which was put to 
death and put in Ine grave, whether 
that body really came liack to life or 
not. Tliat is nut the supreme i|iieslion. 
The supreme 
tjucsliou 
is, Does ihe 


Christ 
live? Did that 
intellect, that 


will, that marvellous heart power, sur- 
v i v e the wreck of death, and the iri- 
umph of the tomb? lie never could 
have convinced his disciples of that un- 
less he hail come back in human form 
and w i t h human body. The Hebrew 
mind has never been able to grasp 1 ho 
conception of 
abstract immortality. 


'The only way in which they could grasp 
Ihe doctrine'of immortality was in con- 
nection 
with the resurrection of the 


human body. The Greek mind grasped 
it abstractly. Plato has formulated it, 
has laid itd'ownas a principle of phil- 
osophy that he thought beyond all dis- 
pute, but the Hebrew mind never could 
grasp it except in connection w i t h 
the return of the body, and so it 
was 
necessary 
that 
Christ 
should 


appear with 
bodily form ; that he 


should 
talk 
with 'his disciples; eat 


wilh them ; feed them ; lake an 
in- 


terest in their temporal welfare; appear 
(o them again and again. So far it is 
important, but the important thing to 
us is not whether Christ's body came 
back out of the tomb or not, but 
whether the Christ lives. Whether fiat 
matchless intellect, 
that 
marvellous 


will, that noble heart of his is still 
accessible to human longing and to 
human prayer, and to liiinmt failh. 
And so Christ comes back to us, havng 
transcended the limits of death and ihe 
limits of the grave. He appears among 
his disciples, and after forty days he 
ascends. 
He goes out with them to 


Mount Olivet, and while talking with 
them he begins to go up, up, and at last 
a cloud receives him out of their sight. 
This is a very simple 
and 
a, very 


beautiful story' Whether it ever oc- 
curred literally just as it m recorded 
to us or not, it brings to us this thought, 
tills message, this wonderful disclosure 
as part of this remarkable history, that 
Christ in his intellect and moral power 
transcended all the forces and agencies 
of nature, and in spite of gravitation 
went away from the sight and the pres- 
ence of men. 
And then 
we 
have 


brought to us this other wonderful 


I truth, the intercession of Christ at the 


right hand of God. Now to represent 
God as siltim; upon a throne and 
Christ as silting or standing by 'lis 
right side and constantly pleading Ihe 
merit and virtue of bis death in the 
interests of humanity, and constantly 
praying lhat men may be forgiven and 
blessed and saved, for the sake of what 
he has done, is undoubtedly a very 
crude conception to form of the inter- 
cession of Christ. 
But divested of 


poetry 
ami 
the 
fanciful, 
and 
ihe 


dramatic representation, it leaves this 


j grand miked truth open to us, that 
Jesus Christ has access to all the infinite 


I resource.s of God's grace and love, and 
! that he has the ability to make them 
1 available to every honest soul that sei ks 
1 them in his name. 
We can hold fast lo 


! that truth, and so we have Christ tra'is- 
' cending the limits of earth, and the 
; limits of human experience, and the 


limits of the grave, and the limits of 
this material system, and transcending 


' all the limits of the moral law, and h.y- 
ing his almighty grasp upon the inJinite 


' resources of Deity and making them 


available for the salvation of evi-ry 
seeking soul. What do you want net! er 
than this? Thus we have the Christ of 
Prophecy, the Christ of History, the 
Christ of Thcolegy and the Christ of 
Psychology. 
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
